The  answers  to  these  and  many  more 
practical,  fascinating  questions  on  topics 
ranging  from  our  state's  architecture  to 
zoos  are  available  in  public  documents 
housed  in  depositories  throughout  I  llinois 
and  the  nation. 

Over  5,000  Illinois  and  100,000  federal 
publications  in  all  formats  are  issued 
annually  to  help  you  live  better  in 
Illinois.  These  publications  include  any 
report,  directory,  bibliography,  rule, 
regulation,  newsletter,  pamphlet,  bro¬ 
chure,  magazine,  or  other  information 
source  issued  by  a  governmental  agency. 


Ihe  Illinois  State  Library  offers: 

•  Free  access  to  these  publications 
through  direct  circulation  or  through 
interlibrary  loans. 

•  Free  reference  service  for  infor¬ 
mational  requests  for  these  materials. 

•  Referral  services  to  other  depository 
collections  in  the  state. 


Under  separate  state  and  federal  laws, 
the  Illinois  State  Library  coordinates 
two  active  public  documents  programs, 
one  for  state  and  another  for  federal 
publications.  The  State  Library  receives 
all  state  publications  and  distributes 
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.Legislation  providing  for  distribution  of 
federal  publications  was  enacted  Decem¬ 
ber  27,  1813.  Title  44  of  the  United 
States  Code  currently  governs  the  depos¬ 
itory  program. 

Illinois  legislation  enacted  on  February 
19,  1827,  provided  for  printing,  distri¬ 
bution,  and  continued  state  ownership 
of  Illinois  public  documents  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The 
Illinois  Revised  Statutes  (Chapter  128, 
Paragraph  121)  governs  the  current 
program. 


It 
also  receives  all  federal  publications 
distributed  by  the  Government  Printing 
Office  under  the  federal  depository 
program. 


Most  Illinois  libraries  have  some  govern¬ 
ment  publications.  What  they  don't  have, 
they  will  borrow  for  you  from  depos¬ 
itory  libraries,  which  are  required  by  law 
to  make  publications  available  for  use. 
These  depositories,  listed  on  the  back, 
are  selected  on  the  basis  of  geographical 
location  and  population  to  be  served.
